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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 5-7, 10-36 and 41-43 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1, 5 and 10 
have been amended and claims 2-4, 8, 9 and 37-40 have been canceled as requested by Applicant 
in the Paper filed May 16, 2005. 

2. Upon further consideration and as discussed with Applicants' representatives in the 
interview on May 25, 2005, restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1, 5-7 and 10-32, drawn to compositions comprising a sulfamate 
compound and an apoptosis inducer, classified in class 530, subclass 351, for 
example. 

Claims 33-36 and 41-43, drawn to methods of treatment of inducing apoptosis 
comprising administration of the composition of Group I, classified in class 514, 
subclass 12 for example.
